ROSA BONHEUR. 


Somewhere about 1820, a young artist of 
no small promise resolutely bade Paris and 
his dreams of future celebrity a long fare- 
well, to settle down as a drawing-master at 
Bordeaux ; for in the old vinous city lived 
Raymond Bonheur’s parents, poor, aged, 
and infirm, and to their maintenance and 
comfort the son nobly chose to devote him- 
self. This sacrifice on the shrine of filial 
duty was to be more than repaid by the 
purest domestic happiness. Among his 
earliest pupils was a young girl from Altona, 
poor, like himself, but of a very pleasing 
person, and endowed with a good share of 
talent and energy. A tender relation 
speedily sprang up between master and 
scholar; the old people looked on appro- 
vingly, and, before long, Raymond brought 
his wife home to the humble household. 
Madame R. Bonheur, who was a good 
pianist, gave music-lessons ; the number of 
her husband’s pupils steadily increased, and 
a family of four children crowned the mar- 
ried happiness of the couple. Rosalie, the 
eldest of these, and the subject of our 
sketch, was born March 22d, 1822. 

She was only ten years old when her 
father lost his wife, and, his parents being 
now dead, he decided, under the restlessness 
of his first grief, to transplant his family to 
Paris. Henceforth, the little ones seem to 
have passed a somewhat cheerless child- 
hood. ‘Their father’s time was wholly en- 
grossed by his professional duties ; they had 
few opportunities for finding new playfellows 
in place of those they had left-behind, and 
a mother’s tenderness was ill replaced by 
the care of an elderly housekeeper, cross 
and somewhat tyrannical, as faithful old 
servants are apt to be towards children. As 
for Rosa, perhaps she suffered more than 
the others under this government. The 
child had all sorts of odd ways, which clash- 
ed dreadfully with old Nanon’s notions of 
what was propre and gentil. She made 
friends with the whole dog-and-cat popula- 
tion of the guartzer. If she met cattle on 
the road to market, she would run into the 
midst of the drove, and pat them right and 
left, and, like luckless little Peepy, had a 
perfect mania for following sheep. out of 
town. <A terrible child, declared Nanon, 
who could be taught neither prayers nor 
catechism, and who had actually only learn- 
ed her: letters from a gray parrot which had 
a knack of repeating the alphabet. The 
housekeeper, in» despair over her charge, } 
earnestly entreated that Rosa might be sent 
as day-boarder to the nuns of Chaillot. To 
the sisters, Rosa accordingly went. Her 
attendance at school became sadly irregular, 
but no one, it seems, interfered for correc- 
tion. The truth was, that the child found a 
way, though by no means the nearest to 
school, which led through the Bois de Bou- 
logne, not at that time trim and artificial, as 
in the present day, but a real wood, with 
stately forest trees, and wild tangles of un- 
dergrowth. Here, hour after hour, the fu- 
ture painter would linger alone, uncon- 
sciously drinking in lessons far more to the 
purpose, we fancy, than any a convent 
school-room could afford. 

Years passed on; Rosa was now fifteen, 
and her father thought it high time she 
should be put into some way of earning her 
bread. He naturally consulted the sisters 
of Chaillot. They reported their pupil to 
be a strange girl, of whom nothing could be 
made: she had very little power, they said, 
of acquiring knowledge, and it would be 
sheer waste of time and money to educate 


earth to which she might be put was per- 
haps needle-work of some sort. Before M. 
Bonheur left the convent parlor, and witb- 
out the least reference to Rosa’s own ideas 
on the subject, he had decided upon placing 
her with a dressmaker. This apprentice- 
ship, however, only lasted one week ; at the 
end of that time, her father, calling to see 
his daughter, was startled to find her look- 
ing wretchedly ill, and was, moreover, 
touched to the heart when the motherless 
girl, throwing her arms round his neck in 
an agony of tears, besought her release. 
M. Bonheur had the good sense to take her 
away at once. But not the less heavily did 
the poor drawing-master sigh over this fresh 
burden added to his cares, as, with Rosa on 
his arm, he walked bome through those 
bustling Paris streets. Almost in despair, 
he looked down at the swarthy brow, the. 
strongly marked lines of the young face be- 
side him. This portionless girl, who could 
never hope to be married for her beauty, 
and of whom neither housekeeper, govern- 
ess, nor dressmaker could be made—what 


tion ; 


M. Bonheur decided to meet the difficult 
question, or rather to postpone it for a year 
to come, by placing the young lady in a 
good school, where his services were taken 
as an equivalent. For the first time in her 
life, Rosa entered the drawing-class, and— 

though progressing as little as ever in what 
school advertisements sum up as the usual 
branches of a polite education—in it, to her 
father’s delighted surprise, she speedily out- 
stripped her companions. The year ended, 
Rosa asked his permission to return home, 
and devote herself entirely to the studio. 
‘M. Bonheur, who had by this time received 
abundant proofs of her talent, gladly con- 
sented ; she became his favorite pupil, and 
brought to her work all the energy of a 
mind which had struggled into freedom ; all 
that patience and zeal which are the true 
tokens of genius. Not that our artist was 
at once to discover her peculiar vocation. 
That strong tendency towards the ideal, al- 
ways so seductive to the feminine intellect, 
till it has learned the measure of its. powers, 
led Rosa to the exclusive study of high art. 
She copied daily in the Louvre, her ima- 
gination fired by the grandeur and majesty 
of the great masters, gnd hardly vouchsafed 
a glance at the cattle-pieces of Paul Potter, 
Cuyp, and other artist8 of the same school, 
among whose noble brotherhood she was 
herself to be enrolled. Two years of la- 
borious painstaking, however, sufficed to 


teach her that no place had been kept for 


her ix the lofty region of high art. Dark 
hours of self-distrust and self-torture fol- 
lowed the unwelcome discovery, till, shut 


_ up in her selitary attic, the young aspirant 


bitterly questioned whether nature might 
not, after all, have bestowed upon her no 
better capacity for art than for dressmaking. 
Perhaps each one of us might recall, in his 
‘or her personal history, a season of unusual 
depression, when memory, as if with a gen- 


- erous effort to relieve the fancy, has con- 


jured up some bright scene from the past 
for us, with the vividness of a photograph. 
A similar experience broke through Rosa’s 
listless gloom. On a sudden there flashed 
upon the young girl, who had no doubt been 
pent too long in a populous city, the vision 


of one splendid summer day, when she had 


played truant in the Bois de Boulogne. 


Yielding to the impulse of the moment, she 


seized a pencil, sketched out the ideal land- 
scape as it rose before her, and had learn- 


ed, once and for all, the true bent of her 
The very next morning, with char- | 


genius. 
acteristic decision, Rosa had turned her 


back on the Louvre, and was walking off, | 
brushes and palette in hand, two miles away | 


into the country, to sketch from nature. — 


“ Every way to the right goal is right,” 
Goethe tells us, “from all points of the 
compass.” And thus Mademoiselle Bon- 
-heur had the satisfaction of finding her 
honest hard work at the Louvre by no 
means thrown away. From those severe 
studies of the master-works of art she 
brought a clearer eye, a deeper insight, and 
a wiser love for nature. Occasionally she 
exchanged her easel for a modelling appa- 
ratus, and moulded groups of animals as 
she saw them in the fields. These efforts 
at plastic art, with no guidance beyond that 
of natural aptitude and inventive power, 
must have been accomplished with great 
difficulty. Althéygh we cannot consider 
that the animal sculptures exhibited from 
time to time by Mademoiselle Bonheur, 
have any way increased her reputation, yet 
her practice in this kindred branch of art 
has been highly valuable to her as a paint- 
er; especially has she thereby attained that 
firm and subtle hand in execution, which is 
too rare a quality among female artists. , 

Winter, of course, interrupted these out- 
door studies; she then divided her time be- 
tween such sketches as she could make in a 
stable belonging to an abattoir, and careful 
study of the best animal painters in the 
Louvre. One living creature, too, Rosa 
possessed, which served both for model and 
companion—a pet sheep, she had bought as 
a lamb, and contrived, somehow, to keep 
fat and flourishing in a corner of her attic 
on the sixth story. In such wise she lived, 
working for very small gains, but always 
steadily working. » The young artist, then 
nineteen, was for the first time represented 
by two small pieces, “ Rabbits” and “ A 


Study of Sheep and Goats,” in the Paris | 


Exhibition of 1841. After that date, her 
pictures appeared annually in the salon. 
The very high order of merit in the draw- 
ing, and the technical skill they displayed, 
were acknowledged by connoisseurs, but for 
the public in general they seemed to have 
few attractions until the Exhibition of 1848. 
During the previous summer, Rosa had at 
last escaped from her long imprisonment in 
the capital, and now, from the breezy pas- 
tures of Auvergne, she sent a canvas glow- 
ing with the life and inspiration of nature. 
Horace Vernet himself pronounced her 
«“ Cantal Oxen” to be the best picture of 
its kind in the salon, and his opinion was 
endorsed by the admiring crowd who gath- 
ered round it day after day. One painter 
had achieved the triumph of art; she had 
satisfied both the connoisseur and the multi- 
tude. Horace Vernet presented her, in the 
name of the Provisional Government, with 
a magnificent Sevres vase, besides the medal 
of the first class. awarded to the picture ; 
and an English gentleman gave a solid 
proof of his appreciation by purchasing it 
for L.600. The “ Cantal Oxen” lie rumi- 
nating in a state of dull dreamy content, 
which is admirably expressed. The lines 
of the bones, and movement of the muscles 
under their hides; the play of light and 
shadow over their comely backs and broad 
haunches; the breath, the white foam, the 
drowsy motion of the lower jaws—every 
minute detail has been perfectly given. The 
creatures are grouped in the foreground of 
a landscape, simple, appropriate, and faith- 
ful to nature.

In 1849, Mademoiselle Bonheur was ap- 
pointed by government Director of the 
female School of Design. In the course of 
the same year, her father, who had found 
leisure, during the latter part of his life, to 
send several pictures of respectable merit 
to the salon, was carried off by cholera. 
He left his younger children to their sister’s 
special care, and the trust has been nobly 
fulfilled. Auguste Bonheur follows her 
steps as landscape and animal painter; her 


animal sculptor, and the graceful composi- 
tions in still-life and flower painting by 
Madame Peyrol, the youngest of the fami- 
ly, are deservedly admired. Mademoiselle 
Bonheur has chosen as her Paris. residence 
an old-fashioned house in the Rue d’Assas, 
with a large courtyard attached. Entering 
this, you find a farm-yard in the heart of 
the city ; round it are stables and cattle- 
sheds; in the middle, a good-sized piece of 
pasture is enclosed, where sheep, goats, and 
heifers browse together on the best of terms.

cocks crow, guinea-fowl call, hens clamor 
over their brood. At intervals over the 
strident din of the poultry ms the deep 
bellow of a Highland steer, or ene long bay 
from a favorite English hound.

Rosa Bonheur’s works are so highly ap- 
preciated by English amateurs, that they are | 
becoming more numerous in this country 
than in her own. Several of them, includ- 
ing her delicious “ Morning in the High- 
lands,” the “ Horse-fair,” the “ Ploughing 
near Nevers,” and the “ Haymaking,” are 
well known through engravings or litho- 
graphs. Perhaps the high favor she enjoys 
on our own side. of the Channel may be 
mainly attributed to the vivid realism of 
her style. Her pictures are eminently cal-

possessed a noble intellect, and devoted the 


whole of his time from childhood to mental 
improvement. To him the earth wasarey-— 
elation of the infinite wisdom of the Crea- 
ator; he perused, and gave the wonderful 
results to the world. He was the son of a 
regimental officer in the French service. 
He was a delicate child, but possessed re- 
markable intellectual vigor, and could read 
fluently when only four years old. His 
mother stimulated his passion for reading, 
and judiciously selected his books; and he 
acquired in childhood an accurate and ex- 
tensive historical knowledge. Madame 
Cuvier was pious, and he was accustomed 
to pray and repeat passages of Scripture 
daily at her side, and to converse with her 
on religious subjects. She was a lover of 
nature, and used to accompany him to and 
from school, and to point out the interesting 


natural objects they met, and to excite in 


him a taste for the study of the works of 
God. He spent his leisure in gaining use- 
ful knowledge, seldom indulging in recrea- 
tion, except for his health, at the command 
of his mother. He was a great reader, 
and was able, at a very early age, to appre- 
ciate learned and substantial works. ‘The 
writings of Buffon and Gesner strengthen- 
ed his taste for natural history, and, at the 
age of twelve, he had read so many works 
on the subject, and acquainted himself so 
thoroughly with the species and habits of 
the animal kingdom, that he would have 
compared favorably with many professors 
of science. At the age of fourteen he form- 
ed a society of intelligent lads for the pur- 
pose of discussing science, literature, and 
philosophy. He earned a reputation for 
erudition, and the genius thus early devel- 
oped was soon rewarded. Duke Charles 
of Wurtemberg sent for him, and, highly 
delighted with the high order of his abili- 
ties and scholarship, became his patron, and 
sent him to the University of Stuttgard.— 
Here he distinguished himself as a student, 
and, during his spare hours, gathered many 
of those facts and illustrations that formed 
the basis of the productions for which he
